Private Lonergan was re- 
jeased from an Eastern hospital a day or 
two previous to his arrival in St. Louis 
“on the 24th inst., and it is evident from 
the verdict in the case that he was in an 
unbalanced mental condition at the time 
of leaving this hospital. 
_ It certainly is a sad commentary on 
Present conditions when a young man 
who has become mentally deranged as a 
result of the horrors of war is discharged 
as “cured” by apparently incompetent 
hospital attendants. Something should 
be done to prevent a repetition especial- 
ly now that many similar cases will re- 
turn from France for treatment. 

Private Lonergan had gone through 
the terrible fighting and hardships of 
the Argone and St. Mihiel battles, and 
being a great home-loving boy the tran- 
sition from peace to frightful war made 
him another victim of the toll of the 
world conflict. The-return to family, 
friends and tne comforts of home served 
to intensify the reaction customary in 
such cases.

| STOCK DIVIDENDS AND “LUXURY” TAXES. 


One of the earliest causes of litigation under the new 
revenue act arises out of the old but highly important 
subject of stock dividends. 
dends are not to be taxed was rendered by the United 
States Supreme Court a few months ago, but that case 
originated under the former revenue law, whose lan- 
guage was less explicit. The new act, in text whose 
intent is hardly to be misunderstood, declares positively 
that taxable dividends are “any distribution made by a 
corporation * * * to its shareholders or members, 
whether in cash or other property or in stock of the 
” In framing the bill Congress assumed to 
‘act under the amendment empowering it to tax incomes. 


But, of course, in many instances, stock dividends may | 


not be income: they may be only another way of evi- 
dencing capital. Many corporate reorganizations are 
‘delayed awaiting a decision on the point as to whether 
‘Congress under its authority to tax incomes can also 
tax capital as represented in a stock distribution. 

Unfortunately, no’ point as plausible can be urged 
against the validity of the so-called “luxury taxes,” 
which impose burdens on many articles which can be 
classed as luxuries only because of the high war prices 
at which they sell and which drafts merchants into the 
service of the United States as tax collectors, but provides 
no payment for them. Relief from these vexatious taxes 
must be sought through a repeal bill.

1916 the city vote was 63,701 dry 
and 62,497 wet. Forty-six per cent 
of the men who went to the polls in 
November, 1916, favored prohibition 
of the sale of liquor. Thirty-seven 
per cent of the men and women who 
voted this spring favored the drys.
